Total May Even Exceed 
This Huge Sum by $100,- 
000, 000 — $2, 000,000,000 a 
Month Not Far Off. : 


Washington, October 28.—Govern- 


ment expenditures of one billion dol- 
lars is the record which the month of 
October has established at the treas- 
ury department. The total, which in- 
cludes loans to the allies, may ex- 
ceed even this huge sum, possibly by 
$100,000,000. 

Thus far it stands at $985,342,387, with 
yesterday’s spending not included. For 
the twenty three working days thus far 
counted, it shows average expenditures 
of approximately $42,600,000 daily, or 
almost $30,000 every minute of the day 
and night. Expenditures fer last Fri- 
day, the latest record published, were 
$68,975,948, but this was an unusual 
day, considerably higher than the aver- 
age, though not by any means a record. 

The increase in the daily expenditures 
is greater at the present time than it 
was a month ago and is steadily grow- 


ing. It is thought that it will continue 
to grow. A two billion dollar month, 
officials asserts, is not far off. It may 
be reached, with the retirement of short 
time treasury certificates—to be met 
out of Liberty Bond receipts—by mid- 
winter, 

Expenditures for the fiscal year thus 
far have reached the total of $3,446,- 
659,764, of which $1,770,700,000, more 
than half, is represented by loans to 
the allies. These loans and the inter-, 
est upon them are to be repaid to the 
government by the borrowers and 
therefore do not represent actual ex- 
| pense to the American people.

During the corresponding period last 
year, before America’s entry into the 
war, the total was $81,026,866. The 
total expenditures of the current fiscal 
year to date, $3,446,659,764, compared 
with $3831,238,313 during the same 
period last year, an increase of more 
than 900 per cent. 

Because of the large issues of short 
time certificates of indebtedness this 
month the government’s receipts have 
been greater than its expenditures and 
total $1,060,064,807. This is almost 
twenty times the amount, $54,651,308, 
received during the corresponding 
period last year. 

How Receipts W Divided. 

Receipts are divided giproxinately 
as follows: 

Short time certificates of indebted- 
ness, $973,880,000; final payments, in- 
cluding interest, on the first Liberty 
Bond sale, $13,419,179; Panama canal 
tolls, $277,158 (an increase of more than 
60 per cent over last October); deposits 
for the purchase of one-year treasury 
notes and the 
bank and feder reserve notes of 
$5,064,000 and $232,595, respectively, and 
ordinary revenue receipts of $67,191,- 
874. 

The last named item compares fa- 
vorably with receipts of $52,114,650 last 
October, when virtually the same rev- 
enue laws were in effect and is due 
to show shortly a tremendous increase 
under the new revenue law, soon to 
become effective in its main provi- 
sions. The present month’s revenue 
receipts are composed of the following 
items: 

Tariff duties at port of entry, $11,- 
[ 452,952, or a decrease of more than 
$5,000,000 compared with last October; 
ordinary internal! revenue, including the 
taxes on whisky, tobacco, beer and 
other stamp taxes, $41,136,367; an $11,- 
600,000 increase; income tax receipts, 
$5,653,217 an increase of 350 per cent; 
and miscellaneous items, $8,949,338, an 
increase of more than $5,000,000. 

Receipts for the fiscal year, includ- 
ing $513,108,572, obtained in payments 
on e first Liberty Loan, and $2,029,- 
222,000 rtuloggaes 9° through issuance of 
certificates of indebtedness, . total 
$2,856,212,027, or about $590,000,000 less 
than expenditures. There still remain, 
however, a balance of $547,071,940 in 
the treasury, the big balance of more 
than $1,100,000,000 the first of the fiscal 
year—the result of first Liberty Bond 


payments—having more than offset the 
excess of disbursements over receipts.

Subscribers to War Bond 
Issue Are Urged to Call at 
Their Banks and Complete 
Arrangements. 


The Liberty Loan campaign workers 
finished their part of “putting over” 
the second issue of Liberty Bonds Sat- 
urday night, when they reported to 
the Liberty Loan executive committee 
the total sale of $7,875,000 for the city 
of Atlanta, and a total of approximate- 
ly $100,000,000 for the sixth federal re- 
serve district. Scattered belated reports 
coming in Sunday from zone and local 
chairmen did not materially change the 
totals. Atlanta has exceeded her mini- 
mum allotment of $7,600,000, and the 
district has gone well over her mini- 
mum of $80,000,000. 

It is imperative now that the thou- 
sands of people who have signified to 
salesmen their intention of buying Lib- 
erty Bonds should call at their re- 
spective banks and make their formal 
applications for the bonds. The actual 
purchase and delivery of bonds and 
payments upon bonds, either in install- 
ments or outright, are to be made at 
the banks. The banks will resell to 
individual subscribers the bonds which 
they have bought. WNo definite final 
date has yet been announced by the 
banks when the resale of the bonds 
must be completed, but it will be sev- 
eral days yet. Early attention to this 
matter on the part of subscribers, how- 
ever, will greatly facilitate matters for 
the banks. | 

Officials Are Gratified. 

The splendid manner in which the 
people of Atlanta and of the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district have responded to 
the nation’s call is very gratifying to 
the officials who have been in charge 
of the campaign.

CaptainHans Berg 
in Atlanta Dressed 
In Garb of Woman 


Department of Justice 
Agents Receive This Re- 
port and Are Now Busily 
Engaged Searching for the 
German and Sweetheart. 


Hans Berg, former commahder of 
the Appam, after its capture by a Ger- 
man raider, and one of the ten Teutons 
to escape from the interment camp at 
Fort McPherson last Tuesday night, ‘is 
now in Atlanta, dressed in woman's 
garb, according to reports just re- 
ceived by the department of justice 
here. 

With this information at hand, and 
with other clews, which lead the fed- 
eral officials to believe that he and 
his men were aided in escaping by a 
pretty New York girl, a strict search 
for Berg and his sweetheart is now 
being made in this city. 

A man disguised as a woman and 
speaking with a distinctly foreign ac- 
cent has been seen in the neighborhood 
of the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills 
property, near the point where Paul 
Falg, the first German escaped pris- 
oner, was captured. A search was again 
made Sunday where the chase began 
last Wednesday after the woods around 
the fort had been combed, following 
a telephone call from a woman who 
later could not be found and who has 
been called the eweetheart of Berg. 

The Decoy Message. 

Her decoy message was given in or- 
der to keep agents of the department 
of justice and other officers busy in 
one part of town while Berg and Sabel, 
his body servant, together with the 
woman, made all arrangements for the 
plan they are believed to be follow- 
ing. They are expected to try to re- 
fmain in hiding in Atlanta. 

Another report Saturday noted the 
appearance of a man _ suspected of 
being Sabel at Five Points early in 
the afternoon. This report, however, 
ia mot credited by investigators, 


neighborhood of Fort McPherson state 
that a woman whom they at first be- 


ficer tmprisoned in the stockade, has 
suddenly disappeared from the neigh- 
borhood. 

Reverting to the man dressed as 4 
woman seen Saturday night, attention 
is called to the fact that a boarding 
house in the neighborhood where “she” 
was geen, and where Falg was cap- 
tured, was also under suspicion. But 
if that house harbored Berg, he had 
escaped before the officers made their 
search. 

No new developments in the case have 
been reported. Agents of the depart- 
ment of justice have spread broadcast 
the description of the men wanted. To 
the west every officer, agent and po- 
liceman is on the lookout for Berg. The 
entire country to the south and between 
Atlanta and the seaboard is aroused 
over the capture of the five German 
sailors in Appling county. The depart- 
ment of justice is handling the New 
York, Philadelphia and eastern points 
investigation, and should Berg escape 
in that direction it is believed that he 
will be captured without a great deal 
of trouble, 

Atiantans Asked to Help. 

Officials do not concede Berg one 
chance in one hundred to get away, but 
it is stressed that a great deal of serv- 
ice can be rendered if every man, wom- 
an and child in Atlanta will be on the 
lookout for any suspicious characters. 

After Adelhardt’s confession that he 
nad rubbed elbows with Atlanta’s. pop- 
ulation on the main downtown thor- 
oughfares, in the theaters and moving 
picture houses, there is nothing re- 
markable attached to the liklihood that 
Berg is also trying to escape detection 
by conducting himself just as any other 
Atlantan would. 

Berg is educated—polished, cultured, 
refined. Among his friends are many 
prominent people—ministers, society 
women, business men. He wrote to a 
Philadelphia minister of the gospel last 
Tuesday, the day of the sensational 
eacape, thanking him for his many 
kindnesses and expressing the hope 
that he would see his friend before 
long. 

His letter is said to have been ex- 
quisitely written—full of feeling, per- 
sonality and in the purest English. His 
letters to women dare always beautiful 
epistles—sincere, well balanced and 
well written. Always guarded, never 
carrying a hint.of venom against the 
enemies of his country for his impris- 
onment. 

Just before his escape from the prison 
barracks Berg had been receiving a 


large number of letters from his friends 
in Philadelphia and New York. He 
wrote a great deal, and sometimes re- 
‘ceived packages of 
tant points. Very often he heard from 
Gefmany. His letters were always cen- 
sored, both those he received and those 
he wrote. But Berg’s final escape was 
not planned by letter, everyone con- 
nected with the case is certain.

Aged Physician, Who Was 
Very Prominent in Atlanta, 
Succumbs to Injuries Re- 
ceived in Auto Accident. 


Dr. B. M. Woolley, a confederate 
veteran, for 50 years a resident of At- 
lanta, and nationally known for his 
work in the treatment of drug addicts, 
died Sunday morning at 3:30 o'clock at 
the Davis-Fischer sanitarium, where 
he had been carried following an ac- 
cident in which he was seriously in- 
jured at Fourth and West Peachtree 
streets, Friday night by an automobile 
driven by James H. Nunnally. He was 
83 years of age. 

Dr. Woolley was a pioneer in the 
scientific treatment of drug and alco- 
hol addicts: We was born September 
28, 1835, in Peery county, Alabama. He 
lived at Selm “MAla., until he came to 
Atlanta 50 ye& ago and established 
the Victor sanita “am, in which insti- 
tution he has recy {med hundreds of 
drink and drug unft%tunates. 

Dr. Woolley served Werough the four 
Years of the  struggl6é between the 
States, a part of the time being a mem- 
ber of General Wheeler's famous cav- 
alry. During the Atlanta campaign 
Dr. Woolley was detailed to feed the 
wounded in the hospitals in the city. 
To do this he often made trips into 
distant territory and bought, begged, 
cajoled and threatened until his train 
was loaded with the necessary food. 

Dr. Woolley was twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Hattie Leake, of 
Marietta. After her death he married 
Miss Dora Abbey, of Atlanta. Her 
father, Major M. E. Abbey, was the 
author of the song, “Life’s Railway to 
Heaven,” which Billy Sunday go often 
uses in his revivals. 

Surviving Dr. Woolley are two sons, 
Dr. Vassar Woolley and Basil Wool- 
ley, Jr., who is a. member of the of- 
ficers’ training camp at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, and two daughters, Mre. Ed-

SON-IN-LAW OF SWIFT 
FACING DEPORTATION 


Count Minotto Said to Be Ger- 
man Subject, But Claims 
to Be Italian. 


Chicago, October 28.—Dr. Percy lL 
Prentis, immigration commissioner, 
said today that a hearing would be 
held this week in the government pro- 
ceedings brought against Count James 
Minotto, with a view to his possible 
deportation. The count is a son-in-law 
of Louis F. Swift, of Swift & Co., and 
is said to be a German subject. Minotto 
is at liberty on $650,000 bail furnished 
by his father-in-law after a prelim- 


inary hearing. 

“T am not at liberty to discuss the 
charges,” Dr. Prentis declared, ‘“be- 
yond that the warrant states that on 
entering the country he was lable to 


become a public charge. When the 
evidence is completed it will bé for- 
warded to Washington, and the secre- 
tary of the department of labor will 
make a decision in the case.” 

Count Minotto tonight said he felt 
sure he had only the most loyal feel- 
ing toward the United States, and last 
July had filed his declaration of in- 
tention to become an American citizen. 
He added: 4 

“T am an Italian citizen. I was born 
in Berlin, but was reared as an Italian. 
I was employed by the Deutsche bank 
at Berlin and swbsequently in its Lon- 
don branch. When war broke out this 
branch was discontinued and I obtain- 
ed employment with a bank in New 
York city and made a business tour of 
South America for that institution. I 
later became associated with another 
large trust compayvy in New York, and 
am now on leave of absence from that 


bank. 

“Whatever relations I haye had with 
German officials have been solely in 
business for my bank. My eff6rt to en- 
ter the service of the United States 
when war broke out with Germany 
were made solely because of sympathy 
with the cause for which the allies 
were fighting.” 

Minotto said he Knew George von 
Seebeck and Kuhn, interned in New 
York, but that published inferences 
that he had attempted to get into the 
naval intelligence department for wul- 
terior motives. were without founda- 


tion.

Topeka, Kan., October 28.—Declar- 
ing that $50,000,000 was taken out of 
the pockets of the Kansas farmers in 
24 hours when the government fixed 
the price of the 1917 wheat crop, Gov- 
ernor Capper, in a letter to Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover, made public to- 
day, asserts that “the sacrifice ap- 
parently has been made in vain," be- 
cause “the millers, the bakers and the 
retailers have not reduced their prices 
accordingly, and they show no disposli- 
tion to reduce them.”

“who still is paying as much or more 
for his flour and everything he buys 
is losing confidence in the power of 
the government to enforce a square 
deal. There can be no defense of a 
system that takes profit away from 
the producer through government au- 
thority and yet fails to give the con- 
sumer the benefit of that saving.’

The Italians took about 20,000 pris- 
oners in the city. Its capture was one 
of the most important successes of 
Italy’s campaign against Austria. 

Gorizia is a town of 31,000 inhabi- 
tants, on the Isonzo, half way down the 
present Austro-German front of attack 
between Tolmino and the sea. It is 
stromgly situated among hills of great 
defensive value, in which there was 
heavy fighting before the Italians reach- 
ed the city itself. Gorizia is 22 miles 
northwest of Trieste, Austria’s big sea- 
port at the head of the Adriatic, the 
capture of which is one of the principal 
Italian aspirations.

So far the answers almost universally 
have been that the great mass of 
civilians of France, England, Russia, 
Italy and other allies want no cessa- 
tion of the war until Germany’s menace 
is removed. Peace agitation, food riots 
and other seeming indications of dis- 
Satisfaction, reported occasionally by 
cable from allied countries, are said to 
be caused by only small proportions 
of the people and represent the spirit 
of the nations no more than cages of 
draft resistance represent America’s 
ideas.

There Are French, British, 
Italian, Russian, Serbian, 
Greek and Albanian—Gen. 
Sarrail Discusses Situation. 


Saloniki, October 4.—(By Mail.)—“We 
are glad to’see Americans here and we 
want to see more of them.” 

Th was the greeting of General 


Sarrail, commander-in-chief of the 


army of the Orient, to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press, who was re- 
ceived at grand headquarters today. 
General Sarrail is a man of large 
build, mueh like General Pershing, 
with gray hair and heavy gray mus- 
tache, big chest and shoulders. He 
wears the steel-gray uniform of the 
French high command. The three 
bronze star of his sleeve tell his rank as 
major general in the army, and. gener-

“Yes, we want to see the Amer!i- 
cans,” he said.

' The general desired that the amplest 
facilities be given to see what the army 
,of the Orient had been doing. Reports 
‘had been spread in America, probably 
through German propagandists, that the 
| Sarrail army was in a bad way and was 
‘going to withdraw. Nothing could be 
‘further from the facts, and the general 
| Wished an American correspondent to 
make his own observations, and ar- 
| ranged for him to go to General Je- 
‘rome’s headquarters on the Vardar 
front; General Grosetti’s headquarters 
a@t the Monastir front, and General Salle’s 
at the Koritza front. 


Thus the whole range of this huge op- 
eration was spread out. The main. fea- 


tures can be summed up about like this, 
omitting only the number of men and 
divisions, for obvious reasons: 

The army of the Orient has a front 
of about 350 miles, running across 
Macedonia, Serbia and part of Albania, 
it sweeps in a great arc, about 60 miles 
back of Saloniki, beginning on the 
Aegean sea at the Gulf of Orfano on 
the east and running to a point 38 miles 
west of Koritza, Albania. Here it con- 
nects with the Italian front, across 


Albania, which is separate. from the 
army of the Orient. 

Reughly speaking, this 350 miles of 
front is divided between the British on 
the right, the French in the center 
and the French, Serbs, Greeks, Rus- 
Italians and Albanians on the 
left. The English extend from the sea 
to the Vardar river, about 150 miles of 
front. They have besides the strategic 
position on the right flank, which may 
some day strike through to the Black 
sea, cutting off Germany from its 
Turkish ally. 

General Milne is in command of this 
British front, which is a part of Gen- 
eral Sarrail’s supreme command. 

The French portion of the front, about 
#90 miles long, is divided into two main 
sections, with General Jerome in com- 
mand of French and Greek divisions, 
from the Vardar river westward; Gen- 
eral Grosetti in command of the main 
body of French and allied forces around 
Monastir and the lake region of west- 
ern Macedonia and Serbia, and General 
Salle at the Koritza front, which makes 
the junction with the Italian army in 
Albania. 

This is a huge front, with not far 
from 25 divisions guarding its whole 
length. It is a composite army, with 
—— princes and pashas on its 
roster. 


Latest Fighting Near Monastir. 
The latest fighting has been in the 


} Monastir region, where three big lakes 


lie at the point where Serbia, Mace- 


the French offensive has made a for- 
ward drive of 40 miles, from Pograda, 
at the foot of Lake Ochrida to Pada- 
hodja, far up on the west shore of the 
lake. Besides the fighting, an immense 
amount of construction is being done 
along the whole front, with a network 
of splendid roads for the quick shift- 
ing of troops, substantial bridges of 
steel and masonry and vast camps of 
supplies and ammunition. 

Everything is being done with the 
evident purpose of permanency and 
there is no evidence of withdrawal, now 
or later on, On the English front there 
has been some shifting of troops to

great bulk of General Milne’s British 
forces continue their effective grip on 
the 150-mile front stretching from the 
Aegean sea to the Vardar river. 
General Sarrail makes frequent visits 
to the front, going to Monastir, Koritza 
or some other point, as an offensive is 
delivered. Each of the allied armies 
has a staff officern ear General Sarrail 
hasaasataff officer near General] Sarrail 
the organization.

MOTOR TRUCK TEST \PLEA FOR ECONOMY 


Prominent Army .Officers 
Are Here for Run From 
Atlanta to Oglethorpe. 
Details Arranged Sunday. 


A number of army officials from 
Fort Oglethorpe and motor association 
officials from Chattanooga arrived in 
Atlanta Sunday afternéon for the 
army motor truck test run from At- 
lanta to Fort Oglethorpe next Tues- 
day. With the party came two big 
army motor trucks, built by the In- 


‘ 


of the truck train for the test. 

More officials, including Colonel 
Abner Pickering, commanding Fort 
Oglethorpe, and several French army 
officers, will arrive today. 

A meeting will be held at the Ansley 
hotel this morning at 10 o’clock, when 
the final details for the test will be 
arranged. The visitors will be the 
guests of the Georgia State Automobile 
association at dinner at the Ansley 
hotel tonight. 

Army Officers Arrive. 


Among those who arrived from Chat- 
tanooga Sunday afternoon, coming 
through in automobiles, were Major A. 
L. Bump, post quartermaster; Captain 
A. L Daiton, construction’ -quartermas- 
ter; Captain Hodges, also of the quar- 
termaster’s corps; Lieutenant Nelson, 
of the medical corps; Mark K. Wilson, 
chairman; C. E. Kirkpatrick and John 
G. Pope, of the truck test committee of 
the Chattanooga Automobile club; M. 
E. Bryan, A. Zbenden and Mr. Hawse, 
of the Chattanooga Automobile club; 
Mr. Kennett, representing the Indiana 
Truck company; V. D. lL. Robinson, 
secretary of the Dixie Highway asso- 
ciation, and others. 

From Fort Oglethorpe also came 
three sergeants from the quartermas- 
ter’s corps and six regimental supply 
sergeants, under command of Sergeant 
Thomas, truckmaster at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe. These sergeants will be in 
charge of the truck train, under com- 
mand of Captain Hodges and Sergeant 
Thomas. 

The test will ‘be made over the east- 
ern and western divisions of the Dixie 
highway between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga, and under the auspices of the 
Dixie Highway association, the Chat- 
tanooga Automobile club and the Geor- 
gia State Highway association. The 
train will consist of six trucks, operat- 
ed as a regular army truck train, in 
command of and under the _ direct 
supervision of army officials. The 
sergeants who have been detailed to 
the train from Fort Oglethorpe aré 
army truck transportation experts, and 
will make official observations of the 
test for the United States government. 

Test of EconOmy. 

The object of the test run is to 4as- 
certain the economy in money and 
time that might be accomplished by 
the use of motor trucks bewteen the 
army supply depot at Atlanta and Fort 
Oglethorpe. An effort was made to 
select a time of good weather so that 
the condition of the highway might 
; most nearly approximate the condition 
of a permanently improved highway. 

The six trucks which will form the 
train have been furnished free by the 
Indiana Truck company, of Marion, 
Ind., and through the Citizens’ Auto 
company, of Chattanooga; by the 
United States Motor Truck company, 
of Cincinnati, and through the John 
Lottridge Motor Sales company of 
Atlanta, and by the Superior Motor 
Truck company, of Atlanta. These con- 
cerns will furnsh two trucks each. 

The Reo company of Atlanta will 
furnish a Reo truck for the baggage 
of the people who will accompany the 
train. Hhe White company will furnish 
a White truck, with a special body, 
designed by Colonel Gallagher, in 
charge of the army supply depots of 
the department of the southeast, for 
the ‘transportation of troops in heavy 
marching equipment. 

The train will be loaded at the army 
supply depot at Atlanta, under the di- 
rection of Major R. B. Powers, depot 
quartermaster, perhaps Monday aft- 
ernoon. Colonel Robert Alexander, in 
command of the first battalion, Seven- 
teenth United States infantry, Fort 
McPherson, will furnish a_ detail of 
men to accompany the train. 


Leave Early Tuesday. 


The train will leave early Tuesday 
morning, following the Dixie highway 
to Cartersville, where one of each 
make of truck will be sent over the 
eastern division of the Dixie highway, 
by way of Dalton, and the other three 
trucks will go over the western di- 
visions, by way of Rome. 

The road is said by the party from 
Chattanooga and Fort Oglethorpe, who 
arrived by automobile, via Dalton, Sun- 
day afternoon, to be in fair condition.

Washington, October 28.—President 
Wilson in a statement issued today 
urged every home and public eating 
place in the United States to pledge 
its support to the food administration 
and to comply with its requests. His 
appeal marked the inauguration of 
! Family Enrollment week, during which 
everybody in the country will be asked 
to become a member of the food ad- 
ministration in order to assure nation- 
wide co-operation in food conserva- 
tion. 

The president said that in no other 


the people can the nation accomplish 
its objects in the war. The statement 
follows: 

“The chief part of the burden of find- 
ing food supplies for the peoples asso- 
ciated with us in war falls for the 
present upon the American people, and 
the drain upon supplies on such a scale 
necessarily affects the prices of our 
necessaries of life. 

“Our country, however, is blessed 
with an abundance of foodstuffs and 
if our people will economize in their 
use of food, providently confining them- 
selves to the quantities required for the 
maintenance of health and strength; 
if they will eliminate waste, and if 
they will make use of those commodi- 
ties of which we have a surplus and 
thus free for export a larger propor- 
tion of those required by the world now

BREAKING THE BACKBONE. 


Persistent rumors of Bulgarian diplo- 
matic activity directed toward a separate 
peace with the entente allies seem to be well 
authenticated and altogether reasonable to 
believe. 

It is not surprising that Bulgaria wants 
peace—that the little Balkan monarchy, 
forced into the war by reason of its mone- 
tary obligations to the kaiser, and deluded 
into entering it by mistaken confidence in 
his ability to realize his “Mitteleuropa” 
dream of empire, now that it is well-nigh 
wasted, sees the handwriting and is looking 
for the best way out of a sorry plight. 

It is not for a moment to be supposed, 
however, that the kaiser will let Bulgaria 
quit; because the first break in the solid 
front of the central powers’ alliance will 
mean the hasty tumbling of the kaiser’s en- 
tire house of cards, which has been forty 
years in building. 

The ultimate defeat of the Teutonic al- 
liance will come either through pressure on 
the western front, or through breaking its 
back between Vienna and Constantinople— 
or both. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
Washington, dated October 23, with refer- 
ence to Bulgaria’s uneasiness and the forth- 
coming war conference of the allied powers, 
scheduled to be held in Paris in the near 
future—and which, by the way, will be the 
most significant conference of the war— 
says that— 


the allied conference.in Paris will settle 
the question of the date when the ad- 
vance against Bulgaria shall occur. 
Meantime, French officers are reorgan- 
izing the Greek army and are paving 
the way for a smash Which shall cut 
the Berlin-Constantinople railroad. Such 
a maneuver would cut Turkey from Mit- 
teleuropa—the kaiser’s not-to-be empire.

Presumably the formal and aggressive 
entrance of Greece into the war, and also 
the active armed participation of Japan and 
perhaps of China, will, among other things, 
be decided upon at this conference. 

That the Hellenes will enter the war on 
the side of the allies is a foregone conclu- 
sion and only a matter of time. Since the 
dethronement of Constantine the Greeks 
have prospered remarkably, accumulated im- 
mense stores of war materials and muni- 
tions, and are fast rounding into fighting 
shape an army of approximately 600,000 
men. ‘ 

This army, added to that of 760,000 
French, British and Italian soldiers, re- 
ported for several months to have been 
mobilized in the vicinage of Saloniki, will 
make a combined force of approximately 
1,350,000 men, fully equipped and pro- 
visioned, available to be hurled against the 
Teutonic line of communication between 
Constantinople and Vienna. . And it is not 
within reason to conceive that the central 
powers—considering the pressure that will 
be maintained against them on all exterior 
battle fronts—will be able to marshal a 
force that could prevent such an army’s cut- 
ting a clean swath somewhere across the 
railroad running from Berlin to Constanti- 
nople—after which the way would be clear 
for General Maude to sweep up from Bagdad 
through Mesopotamia, and enter Constantti- 
nople by the back door. 

So long as the enemy is permitted to 
maintain shuttle-train and unbroken. wire 
service directly between Berlin and Con- 
_ stantinople the end of the war will not be 
in sight. . " 3

WELL DONE! 

As was to have been expected, the sec- 
ond Liberty Loan, like the first, has been 
an overwhelming success. 

It was a splendid victory over Prussian 
junkerigm, and every American should feel 
proud of it and the part he played in its 
achievement; especially those millions of 
Americans who bought bonds. 

In a physical sense it was a bloodless 
victory; but in a physical sense only, be- 
cause back of it and in it was the whole, 
courageous blood of the American people— 
patriotic, determined and fervently devoted 
to the cause of humanity here and abroad, 
and to the cause of world-wide democracy. 

The American people are becoming fully 
cognizant of the huge proportions of the 
task ahead of them in attaining the full pur- 
poses of this war. The Teutonic victories 
in the Russian and Italian theaters bring 
home to us with vivid reality the truth that 
the Prussian monster is far from dead; 
that he is still able to strike with tremen- 
dous force and fight with terrific power. 

Each such success by the enemy makes 
clearer to us the probability that the war 
will be won only after great sacrifices of 
precious American lives on the field of 
battle. But the manner in which the Amer- 
ican people poured forth their dollars in 
subscribing to the government’s two Liber- 
ty Loans proves they are determined that 
their soldiers shall not go into battle inade- 
quately prepared and equipped. 

This money has been offered freely and 
generously; and in a spirit that says more 
plainly than words: “And there’s plenty 
more where this came from! We're ready 
for the next loan whenever it is required!” 


GERMANS AND THEIR: RULERS. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, defeat of 
Germany would be the best thing that pos- 
sibly could happen for the German people; 
whereas victory, or a peace that would leave 
the present ruling regime in control of the 
government, would be the worst. 

Such a peace would mean that the people 
of Germany, well-meaning, honest and ambt 
tious—as the rank and file of them are— 
would be subjects of a government ostra 
cized and isolated from the great family of 
nations. 

The conduct of Germany’s rulers through- 
out this war, and the diplomatic exposures 
that have been made incident to the war, 
have shown them to be utterly disregardful 
of truth, honor or the rights of mankind, and 
wholly unmeritorious of confidence or trust. 

Exposures that have been made by the 
department of state during the last few 
weeks have proven that long before the out- 
break of the war the minions of the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty were engaged in undermin- 
ing the foundations of friendly nations—our 
own and others as well—and plotting against 
their ultimate downfall. There is tangible 
evidence to show that this sort of thing has 
been going on since as far back as 1909, 
while Germany was professedly at peace with 
the entire world, and while no nation, espe 
cially the United States, harbored other 
than good will toward it. 

For these reasons, if the war should ter- 
minate in a drawn battle and a “peace with- 
out victory” proclaimed, the German people 
would suffer immeasurably worse defeat in 
the long run than would come with an ab- 
solute surrender by the ruling powers of 
Germany. 

No nation would or could ever again 
trust Germany. No nation would or could 
ever again welcome it in the circle of na- 
tions. It would suffer isolation—social, 
commercial and diplomatic—from the rest 
of the world; and the plight of the respect- 
able German citizens would be insufferable 
in consequence. 
would certainly continue so long ag Ger- 
many’s present form and system of govern- 
ment should endure. 

The Vorwaerts, of Berlin, told the truth 
plainly when it said in a recent issue that 
Germany’s rulers, at home and abroad, have 
lost in the respect of mankind. 

“It is enough to make one weep,” said 
this plain-spoken newspaper— 


“to think that we have a chancellor 
like Michaelis, a vice chancellor Iike 
Helfferich, a war minister like Von 

Stein, a naval secretary of state like 

Von Capelle. It is enough to make one 

weep that in this critical time of the 

empire a government should  0be in 
power which neither at home ner 
abroad can command or even iay 
claim to respect, a government as to 
whose incapacity there is a general 
consensus of opinion from MHeyde- 
brand to Scheidemann and from Von 

Reventlow to Ledebour, and that we 

cannot even tell whether or no this 

government will be forced to make way 
for another more capable.” 

Doubtless had it dared, The Vorwaerts 
would have included the kaiser himself in 
its list of insufferable ,rulers—if not, indeed, 
heading the list with Wilhelm’s name, he 
being the capital offender of them all be- 
cause the rest are compelled to act only in 
obedience to his will. 

Germany will never again have the re- 
spect of the world—that is, the Germany of 
Prussian junkerism, the Germany of today 
under the domination of the Hohenzollerns. 
And it is only a question of time until the 
empire is bound to crumble, regardless of 
this war’s duration or its outcome. It is 
the way of civilization; it is tha world’s 
way. 

And the sooner the day comes when 
junkerism falls, the better will be the lot 
of the German people.

DREW SEMINARY’S 
GOLDEN JUBILEE

Untouched by age, save as time has added 
vigor and strength, Drew Theological semi- 
nary, at Madison, N. J., can now contemplate 
“the splendid harvest of fifty years.” 
half century of active work in fitting young 
men for the Methodist ministry has been 
rounded out by the institution, and today 
there began a three-day celebration in honor 
of the semi-centennial. Exercises commem- 
orative of the event are to be held at Mad- 
json and alaoin New York. Inadditionto the 
literary, exercises, the program will include 
an historical pageant and a conference on 
the subject of theological education, partici- 
pated in by representatives of many insti- 
tutions. 

‘Drew Theological seminary owes its ex- 
istence as well as its name to the munifi- 
cence of Daniel Drew, one of the most dar- 
ing and one of the most eccentric specula- 
tors who ever made the bulls and bears of 
Wall street sit up and take notice. Like 
the late Mr. Harriman, Daniel Drew’s most 
notable operations in “the Street” were In 
railroad securities. Mr. Drew was probably 
the only man who signally defeated Com- 
modore Vanderbilt in speculation, but to do 
it he had to escape by ferry to Jersey City 
with a carpet bag which contained seven mil- 
lions of Vanderbilt's good money. 

Drew was treasurer of the Erie Railway 
company in 1866 and personally loaned the 
company $3,500,000, taking unused stock, 
and bonds convertible into stock, to the 
amount of $6,000,000 as security. The stock 
he afterward sold to Vanderbilt, who was 
ambitious to secure the control of the road, 
and when that magnate thought he had cre- 
ated a corner in the stock, rew converted 
his $3,000,000 of bonds into stock and put it 
upon the market. The courts enjoined 
Drew from selling the excess of stock over 
his loan, but ths proved no barrier and in 
the face of the injunction he put his stock 
upon the market and the corner was brok- 
en and Vanderbilt nearly ruined. 

Drew was obliged to flee to New Jersey 
ort e with him the seven millions of 
Vanderbilt’s money, paid for “watered stock.” 
Vanderbilt ‘afterward rotected Drew from 
the consequences of his contempt of court, 
and Drew returned to New York. But the 
preperty of the Erie Railway company fell 
to the lot of Fisk and Gould, whom he had 
educated in finance, and Drew for a time 
retired from Wall street. After a few months 
he returend to find Erte stock inflated from 
$34,000,000 to $57,000,000, and he had no 
chance against the pupils he had introduced 
to the financial world. His operations be- 
came more and more disastrous, his millions 
rapidly disappeared, and he was finally 
forced into bankruptcy in 1876. Three 
years later he died in New York. 

Throughout his life Mr. Drew was a 
strong Methodist. In various of his opera- 
tions in Wall street he Js said to have prayed 
to the Lord to keep matters going as he 
started them; but when the market steadily 
went against him he stopped his prayer and 
devoted himself to practical efforts to pre- 
vent disaster. : 

When, at the high tide of his prosperity, 
he built Drew Theological seminary at a cost 
of $275,000, and endowed it with a similar 


amount which he afterwards ‘increased to. 


over half a million dollars. 

He founded the Drew seminary for youn 
ladies at Carmel, N. Y., at a cost of $250,000. 
He also increased the endowment fund of 

esleyan university $100,000 and of the Con- 
cord Biblical institute to a considerable 
amount. 

Mr. Drew’s home in New York was at the 
home of Union Square and Seventeenth street. 
Methodist ministers from any 
world were always sure of a welcome there, 
where they might remain as guests as long 
as they wished. 

Drew never dressed well, and was always 
like a man recently from the country, and 
keeping to plain, old-fashioned expressions 
in his talk. He had so harmless and hum- 
ble an air )\that the general public looked 
upon him as a simple and benevolent man, 
whom fortune had favored. But Wall street 
had a just estimate of Uncle Daniel, and 
a sharp eye was kept upon all his move- 
ments, for he had played so many tricks 
cevered by Sis air of artless simplicity, '

CORNERSTONE IS LAID 
AT FIRST PRESBYTERIAN

Impressive ceremonies marked the exer- 
cises at the First Presbyterian church Sun-

Both the evening services and the series 
of exercises held in the morning, which 
latter began at 11 o’clock, were attended by 
large congregations. George W. Harrison 
preached at the exercises in the church in 
the morning, during which documents and 
various religious newspapers were deposited 
in the cornerstone box, which was later 
placed in the cornerstone of the new build- 
ing. 

The cornerstone box was formally pre- 
sented by John W. Grant, Jr. After the 
presentation speech, it was placed upon a ta- 
ble in front of the rostrum, where it re- 
mained throughout the morning exercises in 
the church. A notable feature of these ex- 
ercises is the deposit in the box of the re- 
port of the treasurer of the building com- 
mittee of the old church by Captain James 
W. English, who reached his eightieth birth- 
day Sunday. Captain ‘Pnglish was treasurer 
of the former building committee. 

After the morning exercises came the 
procession from the church, with the sing- 
ing of the hymn, “The Church’s One Founda- 
tion.” 8. W. Carson, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, presided at the laying of the 
cornerstone. Dr. J. Sprole Lyons read pas- 
sages from the Scriptures by way of open- 
ing this part of the exercises, after which 
the cornerstone box was placed in its posi- 
tion by George Dwelle HBlyea. The singing 
of doxology followed. The exercises were 
then brought to a close with benediction by 
Dr. Lyons. 

Dr. Lyons, in his evening sermon, brought 
out the part the cornerstone of any build- 
ing, institution or movements of any nature 
Played In measuring the stability and shap- 
ing the destinies of that which it served. 

“The cornerstone,” said Dr. Lyons, “is 
that on which hinges the success or failure 
of the cause it may serve—the stability of 
the building it supports-——-whatever fruit the 
endeavors of an institution may bring forth. 
Jesus Christ is the chief Cornerstone on 
which the cosmic scheme and the cause of man 
has rested throughout the ages.”

HEALTH TALKS 


ASTHMA. 


Genuine bronchial or spasmodic asthma is 
characterized by spells of wheezing, cough- 
ing, difficulty of breathing, blueness of lips 
and fingernails or general skin surface, and 
usually expectoration of frothy or thick 
yellow material. The more or less constant 
wheezing and shortness of breath which ac- 
companies such conditions as chronic bron- 
chitis, emphesema (ballooning of the air 
cells in the lungs), and some cases of heart 
disease should not be confused with true 
asthma. The genuine asthma comes irregu- 
larly, and when the spell passes the patient 
presents no particular evidences of disease, 
at least none demonstrable by physical ex- 
amination. 

Persona subject to true spasmodic or 
bronchial asthma are also liable to suffer 
from attacks of hives or general skin erup- 
tions known as erythema, or perhaps from 
recurring eczema. It is probable that both 
the asthma and the skin trouble are due to 
the same cause—poisoning with some partic- 
ular protein substance to which. the indi- 
vidual is “sensitized.” For instance, if an 
animal be injected with a small hypodermic 
dose of a protein from another animal, if a 
guinea pig be injected with some blood serum 
from a horse, the animal ie sensitized; if only 
a few drops of the same substance be in- 
jected again after two or more weeks, an 
attack of asthma may easily be produced. 

Among the different protein substances 
which have been found accountable for asth- 
matic seizures in various cases are the 
emanations (dandruff scales) from horses, 
cats, parrots, dogs and other animals and 
birds; the secretions of insects; the pollen 
of various plants or weeds; certain ordinary 
foods, especially white of egg, bologna, sea 
fish, tomatoes, cheese, strawberries; and ina 
considerable number of cases the protein 
excretions of bacteria haroored in some re- 
cent or old septic focus somewhere tin the 
body, as in the tonsils, in a nasal accessory 
sinus, in a chronic appendicitis lesion, in a 
gall-sac chronically diseased, or even in the 
bronchial secretions in a case of chronic bron- 
chitis. 

The problem in each case of true asthma, 
then, is to determine what protein is re- 
sponsible end if possible its source. Then 
to removes the source of the poison, or to 
immunize the patient against it by very small 
hypodermic doses gradually increased every

few days for many weeks, or both. If the 
cause is a bacterial protein, the treatment 
demands a long course of vaccine injections. 
Frequently it is necessary to test the patient 
with minute quantities of various protein 
poisons in order to determine which he is 
sensitized to.

Dr. Webster Falis Down on Vitamines. 

In reading your valuable articles I have 
repeatedly encountered the term “vitamine.” 
Will you kindly define it for me? I have 
been unable to find it in Webster, Gould's 
Medical dictionary or any other source avail- 
able to me. H. G. 

ANSWER—It is a new term introduced 
into medical literature to signify certain 
water-soluble and fat-soluble crystalline sub- 
stances which seem to be indispensable to 
normal nutrition and metabolism. Thus, fresh 
raw milk contains vitamine, whereas boiled 
or condensed milk lacks it. Brown (unpol- 
ished) rice contains it, whereas polished rice 
lacks it. Fowls fed exclusively on polished 
rice develop multiple neuritis; this may be 
prevented or cured by feeding them unpol- 
ished or whole rice. The same is true of 
whole cracked. corn and refined corn meal. 
There is a whole lot still to be learned about 
vitamines.

When we search for the significance 
of every great human struggle we find 
that in its last analysis it is a fight 
to a finish between the spirtual and 
the material—a contest between that 
which can be seen and touched and the 
unseen and the intangible. Man’s fight 
has not simply been to win his exist- 
ence upon the earth in the_ face of 
fire and flood, but to 60 master the 
hard materialism of the world that he 
might bid it bear the message of the 
spiritual.

“There is a graveyard just outside 
the windows where these women are 
at work,” said Mrs. Gould, “and to im- 
press upon their minds the power of 
the prison a coffin in placed 
center of the little circle and all day 
long they sit at their tasks their 
faces toward this black coffin.”’

M. Mauras advanced the idea that 
the searches were promoted by the 
desire of the authorities to get posses- 
sion of documents belonging to Leon 
Daudet and added that nothing but 
photographs of these documents remain 
in M. Daudet’s hands, all the originals 
having been filed with the examining 
magistrate.

POR ARMENIAN RELIEF 
WILSON MAKES APPEAL 


Situation of Survivors of Turk- 
ish Atrocities Very 
Distressing. 


Washington, October 28.—President 
Wilson tonight appealed to the Amer- 
ican people again to contribute to the 
relief of the stricken Armenian and 
Syrian peoples. The situation among 
more than 2,000,000 destitute survivors 
of Turkish atrocities, he said, is “so 
distressing as to make a special ap- 
peal to the sympathies of all" 

The president's statement, addressed 
to the American people, follows: 

“One year ago, in compliance with 
resolutions passed by the senate and 
by the house of representatives, I ap- 
pointed days upon which the people of 
the United States might make such 
contributions as they felt disposed for 
the aid of the stricken Armenian and 
Syrian peoples. 

“American diplomatic and consular 
representatives and other American 
residents recently returned from west- 
ern Asia assure me that many thou- 
sands of lives were saved from starva- 
tion by the gifts of the American peo- 
ple last winter. They also bring full 
assurance of the continued effective 
distribution of relief, and report that 
the suffering and death from exposure 
and starvation will inevitably be very 
much greater this winter than last un- 
less the survivors can be helped by 
further contributions from America. 

“Reports indicate that- of orphans 
alone there are more than 400,000, be- 
sides women and other dependent chil- 
dren, reaching a total of more than 
2,000,000 destitute survivors. The situ- 
j}ation is so distressing as to make a 
special appeal to the sympathies of all. 

“In view of the urgent need, I call 
;again upon the people of the United 
| States to make such further contribu- 
; tions as they feel disposed, in their 
‘Sympathy and generosity for the aid 
of these suffpring peoples.
